T he Great N ovelist Passes Away a t H is 
H om e in Samoa. 
A u c k la n d , N. Z., Dec. 17.—Advices 
from Apia, Samoa, of the date of Dec. 


8 , are th e novelist, R obert Louis Stev­ 
enson, has died suddenly of apoplexy. 
His rem ains w ere interred on the sum­ 
m it of Paia m ountain, 1,300 feet high. 
At the tim e of his death Mr. Steven­ 
son had half com pleted th e w riting of 
a new novel. 
Some tim e ago Mr. Stev­ 
enson, w ho w as suffering from lung 
trouble, came to th e South Pacific for 
his health. He became enraptured w ith

C o u n c il B l u f f s , Iowa, Dec. 17.— 
Jo h n H untington, rem ittance clerk in 
th e Citizens’ S tate bank of this city, 
sh o t and narrow ly missed killing F. 
N. H ayden of Chicago and A. Crom­ 
w ell of Minneapolis, superintendent 
and inspector respectively for th e Fi­ 
delity and Casualty com pany of New 
Y ork city. 
The shooting w as done a 
few m inutes afte r l l o’clock yesterday 
in the private office of th e hank in the 
presence of Charles R. H annan, cash­ 
ier, and J. D. Edm undson, president of 
th e bank. 
A $500 shortage occurred in the ac­ 
counts of the hank last July, a day be­ 
fore H untington left for a vacation 
trip of some tw o weeks w ith brothers 
in New York. 
Continued and patient 
investigation disclosed th e fact th a t 
four item s of $500 each had passed 
through the hands of the receiv­ 
ing 
teller 
th a t 
day. 
T hree 
of 
them w ere accounted for, h u t the 
fourth could he traced no fu rth er than 
H untington. 
As th e young m an had 
been an em ploye of th e hank for 
several years and w as m uch thought 
of th e hank officials w ere unw illing to 
accuse him of th e shortage. 
All the 
em ployes of th e hank w ere bonded by 
th e Fidelity and Casualty company and 
a t last, by order of th e directors of 
th e hank, th a t com pany w as notified 
and sen t on H ayden and Cromwell to 
assist in th e 
investigation. 
W hen 
H untington m et th e representatives of 
th e F idelity and Casualty company 
w ith Messrs. H annan and Edm undson 
he became entangled in his explana­ 
tion and suddenly arose and started 
across th e room as though to go to the 
closet in an adjoining room. 
Instead of doing this lie passed be­ 
hind Hayden, who was sitting a t one 
end of a table, and approached Crom­ 
w ell, w ho w as seated a t H ayden’s 
side. 
D raw ing a heavy 41 caliber re­ 
volver from his pocket he th ru st it 
close to C rom w ells face and fired. 
T he b u llet tore through Cromwell’s 
neck hack of the w indpipe and lodged 
in 
th e 
le ft 
side of 
the 
neck. 
T urning on 
H ayden as lie started 
to rise fiyun his chair H untington sent 
a b u llet through the hack p a rt of Ilia 
neck, barely m issing the 
vertebra. 
T hen as H ayden ran from the room the 
furious clerk, who had not spoken a 
w ord and w ho did not u tte r a sound, 
tu rn ed on Cromwell aud tired three 
m ore times. 
One hall broke both bones 
of th e rig h t arm ju st above the w rist 
as Cromwell threw his arm up to pro­ 
te c t himself. 
The th ird hall lodged in 
th e fleshy p art of the hack and the 
fourth grazed his rig h t side as he ran 
and struck the side of th e door casing 
ab o u t a foot from the floor. 
Then, as 
th e injured men and spectators ran 
from the hank, 
H untington turned 
his weapon against him self and sent a 
h all crashing through his rig h t temple. 
He fell unconscious to the floor and re­ 
m ained there u ntil he expired about 
tw o hours later. 
H ayden's wound was found not to 
lie serious, although he had really th e 
closer call of th e two. 
Cromwell was 
p u t under th e influence of m orphine 
w hile three bullets w ere dug out of 
him . 
The w ounds in his neck and 
hack narrow ly missed being danger­ 
ous if not fatal, h u t as a t present ap­ 
pears h is w orst h u rt is from the hall 
w hich struck th e rig h t arm. 
The arm 
w ill he forever crippled if am putation 
is n o t found necessary. 
Officers were 
stationed a t th e hank and all except 
those on business were excluded. 
An inquest will probably he held this 
afternoon, as the bank people have re­ 
quested an official investigation to 
clear them of th e blam e which is being 
heaped upon them by friends of the 
dead boy, w ho declare th eir belief in 
his innocence and say he was driven to 
desperation by a process of “sw eat­ 
ing.” T h at he w as guilty of the th e ft 
is n o t believed, even by th e bank 
officials. 
His parents are prostrated 
w ith crrief.

A plank w as adopted favoring th e is­ 
suance of all money direct 
to the 
people by the governm ent. 
The question of adopting the reso­ 
lutions and indorsing th e entire politi­ 
cal platform was defeated. The result 
w as considered an overw helm ing de­ 
feat to the socialistic clem ent. 
A resolution th a t the headquarters 
of the American Federation of La hoi

removed from 
New Y ork was 
adopted.

T o k io , Japan, Dec. 17.—The follow­ 
ing statem ent is authorized for publi­ 
cation by Mr. M utsu, th e Japanese 
m inister of foreign affairs: 
“ The Japanese governm ent desires 
no concealm ent of the events a t Port 
A rthur. 
On the contrary, it is investi 
gating rigidly for the purpose of fixing 
the exact responsibility, and is tak in g 
m easures essential to the reputation of 
the empire. 
From the beginning of 
th e w ar every conceivable precaution 
has been taken to guard against ex­ 
cesses. 
The discovery th a t discipline 
w as unavailing in this single instance 
shocks and grieves both the civil and 
n ilita ry authorities.” Japanese soldiers 
who took p art in the atrocities reported 
w ill be punished.

A rthur publish statem ents testifying 
th a t th e troops w ere excited by the 
Chinese enorm ities beyond control of 
th eir officers, and avow belief in th e 
up rig h t intentions of the governm ent.

th e m orgue all day yesterday and w ere 
viewed by hundreds of people,m any of 
whom say they have seen the m urdered 
boy h u t none identy him. The territo ry 
in th e neighborhood w here the deed 
w as com m itted was searched and it

a picket off a 
fence was used as th e instrum ent 
of death. 
The skull w as caved in 
over the rig h t eye, th ere was a small, 
deep gash over the left eye, and a hor­ 
rible gash in th e hack of the head. 
I A fter killing the boy his assailant 
tried to hide his crim e 
by 
bury­ 
ing the victim. 
He w as tracked across 
a corn field and then was traced about 
a mile and a half southw est, w here the 
trail was lost. 
I t was here, however, 
where the m an was seen by a farm er 
about 2 o’clock Saturday afternoon, 
h u t th e farm er could not tell which 
way he went. 
The supposed m urderer 
is an Italian about five feet six inches 
and crippled in his rig h t hand. 
The 
ju ry has not y et reached a decision. It 
adjourned last evening to m eet again 
this morning.

saved from the ship except the chrono­ 
m eter and the garm ents w orn by th e 
surviving sailors.

in said year. 
Estates Too, Are Taxed. 
Guardians, trustees and ail persons 
and. corporations acting in any judic­ 
iary capacity are required to make 
sim ilar returns for all minors, wards 
or beneficiaries for whom they act. 
The affidavit attached m ust be sub­ 
scribed and sworn to by the person 
making the return, and is to the effect 
th at the affiant has included in said 
return all gains, profits and incomes 
from every source whatever received 
by 
him, 
or to which he is justly 
entitled 
for th a t year and 
th at 
he is honestly and truly entitled to 
make all the deductions entered on his 
return, and th at he has truly answered 
the interrogations set forth on said 
blank form. 
When completed and

Alderman Baines, It Is Thought, W ill 
Present Preliminary Resolutions— | 
New Idea Puts Street W ork in the 
Hands of a Board of Public W orks 
—Aldermanic Power Curtailed. 


It is expected th a t some steps will 
be taken a t the council meeting this 
evening tow ards adopting the “ uni­ 
form charter.” 
This qnestion has been talked of be­ 
tween members of the council for a 
year or more, and it is the prevailing 
opinion th a t this is the right move to 
make. 
It is expected th a t Alderman 
Baines will introduce the prelim inary 
resolutions to-night, which, under the 
law, will lay over for several meetings 
before final action is taken. 
The constitution of the state now 
prohibits special legislation in the line 
of special city charters, hence the ne 
cessity for adopting the new idea. 
In 
many respects the “ uniform charter” 
is better than our present law; 
is is 
more 
American, besides it makes 
the 
people 
more 
responsi­ 
ble 
for 
the 
m anagem ent 
o 
city affairs, and the tendency is to 
make the government of all cities uni­ 
form. 
One grand point in the uniform 
charter is th a t which completely takes 
away the executive authority of the 
aldermen. 
They may legislate, but 
no improvement is executed “ under 
the direction of the aldermen of the 
w ard,” as it is now done, resulting in 
the charging of the faults to the “ fig­ 
ure head.” 
A board of public works 
is created, which has charge of all im­ 
pi ove men ts. 
While the common coun­ 
cil has general supervision, in a legis­ 
lative capacity, over everything, its 
powers are confined strictly 
to their 
council chamber. 
The mayor is made 
the executive head of the city. 
While 
the 
“ uniform 
charter” has many 
faults, they can be easily improved by 
amendments. 
It requires a three 
fourths vote of the common council to 
make the change.

A GORILLA D ISSEC TED . 


The Touch Next the Lungs Produces the 
Great Hoar. 
An autopsy was held upon the body 
of Gumbo, the gorilla which died late­ 
ly a t Boston. 
Professor Franklin 
Dexter, of the Harvard medical school 
and Professor Councilman, formerly 
of Johns Hopkins university of Balti­ 
more, now professor of pathology at 
Harvard, conducted the examination. 
Consumption was found to have been 
the cause of death. 
The doctors de­ 
cided th at Gumbo was about 40 years 
old, and th at he had had the germs of 
tubercular consumption of the slow 
variety, which is a disease the Sim- 
iadae are particularly subject to in 
this climate. 
One discovery was th a t of a sort of 
a pouch or bag in the chest, in front 
of the lungs, and connected by means 
of an independent valve with the tra ­ 
chea, or windpipe. 
This is undoubt­ 
edly the organ employed by the go- 
illas in making t heir peculiar roar. 
The brain weighed 17 ounces. 
In 
its structure it bears a striking re­ 
semblance to the human brain, being, 
however, broader a t the base and 
narrow er a t the top, and exhibiting a 
far less number of convolutions.

latter year was greater, however, 
than that which was covered by the 
larger figures for 1893. 
There were 
27,325 male partners or stockholders 
in 1892, and 27,211 in 1893. 
On the 
other hand, the number of women 
who had an interest in the manufac­ 
tories dealt with bv the report was 
16,593 in 1983 against 15,410 in the 
year preceding. 
The partners or 
stockholders were 
63.91

cent
